Q. I was born in 1895, and have 
earned $4800 a year since 1958. 
How much would I get if I re¬ 
tired today after being paid over 
$4800 in 1963? 

A. You would be one of the few 
people who can qualify for the 
maximum benefit of $127 a month. 
This is the first year the maxi¬ 
mum retirement benefit of $127 
can be paid, and persons born 
later than 1895, even though they 
may have earned $4800 or more 
a year will not yet be eligible for 
that top benefit amount. 

Q. My uncle who died recently 
was receiving social security 
benefits of $98 a month. I was 
told his burial expense payment 
would be three times his monthly 
payment. Is this true? 

A. The lump sum death pay¬ 
ment is three times the amount 
of the monthly retirement benefit, 
but cannot exceed $255. Because 
three times $98 is more than $255, 
the maximum lump sum death 
benefit of $255 would be payable 
on account of your uncle’s death. 

Q. I worked for 3 different em¬ 
ployers last year. I don’t remem¬ 
ber being asked for my social 
security number. How can I find 
out if all my wages have been 
reported to social security? 

A. Ask the social security of¬ 
fice for Form OAR-7004, fill it in 
and mail it. In a short time you 
will get a statement back from 
the recordkeeping office in Balti-

EMPLOYERS $ 1 BILLION A YEAR .

High on the list of shockers is the disclosure that thefts by em¬ 
ployees from employers now has hit an all-time high annual rate of 
$1 billion. This figure represents the thievery of a wide range of 
articles—from pencils and stamps to high-cost merchandise and 
equipment. 

In making public the latest tally on industrial pilferage, W. 
Sherman Burns, of the widely known Burns detective agency, had 
even more doleful news. He said that the $1 billion figure was based 
on insurance loss statistics and did not take into account mysterious 
losses that, while known to have taken place, could not be proved to 
the satisfaction of the insurance companies. 

This adds up to a deplorable 9tate of affairs. Aside from it® 
moral implications the thievery is resulting in a drain on the eco¬ 
nomy which is detrimental to national interest and 10 the well-being 
of all Americans. 

It is truly astonishing how some employees who seemingly are 
law-abiding and would not think of engaging in common criminal 
activities still will resort to thefts from the very companies that 
make their livelihoods possible. 

Mr. Burns urges the installation of stronger security measures 
in all business and industrial establishments. This is a natural first 
step but we believe that the clergy can also play an important role 
in the drive by inveighing against the immorality, as well as the 
criminal nature, of industrial pilferage.

LEGION AUXILIARY UNIT NEWS

Unmarried minor children of 
deceased veterans may be eligible 
for pension payments even when 
their mother, the veteran’s wid¬ 
ow, is not eligible, William F. 
Connors, manager of the Boston 
Veterans Administration regional 
office pointed out today. 

The widow may be ineligible 
due to having remarried or be¬ 
cause she has income in excess of 
established limits. Her ineligibili¬ 
ty does not make the veteran’s 
minor children ineligible. 

Children of deceased veterans 
may be eligible for pension until 
they are 18 years of age, or 21 
years if attending school, provid¬ 
ed that they are unmarried and 
that their own personal incomes 
or estates are not greater than 


the regulations allow. 

Connors pointed out that when 
a widow with children is already 
on the pension rolls, the subse¬ 
quent ineligibility of the widow 
poses no problem. Pension pay¬ 
ments to the children are contin¬ 
ued after the mother’s name is 
lemoved from the rolls. 

However, in cases where the 
widow has never applied for a 
pension, or whose application was 
not allowed due to her remarriage 
or excessive income, the VA may 
have no record of any minor chil¬ 
dren to which payment should be 
made. 

Full details as to how minor 
children may file pension applica¬ 
tions may be obtained at any VA 
office.
